PAYING TELLER OF THE CHEMI- 
CAL NATIONAL BANK FROM 
ITS ORGANIZATION. 


Died With a Woman’s Photo- 
s 
graph and Love Letter 
in His Hands. 


HIS BEAUTIFUL WIFE LEFT HIM 
AND BROUGHT SUIT FOR 
A DIVORCE. 


The Proceedings Were Stopped 
Without a Decree and She 
Is in lowa. 


The Woman He Loved and Wkose Pho- 
tograph Was in His Death Clasp 
Is Unknown to the Hotel Peo- 
ple or His Intimate 
Friends. 


Géorge A. Taylor was found dead fh his 
bed Thursday morning at the Hotel Nor- 
mandie in the fashionable district of Frank- 
lin and Ware avenues. An empty bottle 
on his dresser, labeled “hydrocianic acid” 


and a number of letters showed he h dL he spoke to him, and.he-merely. bowed.in 


committéa Sufelde ithe “Hest deliberate 
and dramatic manner. 

The development of the story of Taylor’s 
life and death revéaled a personal history 
crowded with business honors and integ- 
rity and crowned by social ignominy and 
shame, of which the world knew but lit- 
tle. 

He had been in the banking business in 
St. Louis for thirteen years. He was pay- 
ing teller of the Chemical Bank from the 
origin of that institution until its close, 
when he was temporarily retained by the 
Third National as assistant paying teller. 
He remained with the latter a few weeks 
and on May 1 was employed by the German- 
American Bank as a substitute individual 
bookkeeper. 

Taylor had trouble with hfs wife several 
years ago. Mrs. Taylor now lives at El- 
dora, Io. It is apparent that his love was 
elsewhere and that his death was precipl- 
tated by the affection he bore “‘the woman 
in the case.’’ 

It was_7:30 o'clock Thursday morning 
when the porter of the Normandie, Henry 
Johnson, knocked on the door of Taylor's 
room.- There was no response to his fre- 
quent rappings, and In alarm the porter not!l- 
fied Manager Seaman,who went immediately 
to the second floor, called for a pass key 
and gained an entrance to Taylor’s apart- 
ments. 


The manager shook the apparently sleep- 
ing man and then discovered he was deai. 
To make assurances doubly sure he sent 
for Dr. Phelan, who came at once, and after 
an examination declared that, in his opinion, 
fleath had taken place early in the night. 

The scene m the room was redolent of the 
romance which had filfed the man’s life. 
Taylor lay as though half asleep. He was 
stretched at full length on the bed, half 
covered by a white spread. 

He had removed all his clothing, with the 
exception of shirt, undershirt and collar, 
and the removed clothing lay on a chair a 
few feet distant. His arms were folded 
across his breast, and underneath his hands 
was a small, silver filigreed picture frame, 
with the face downward. His eyes were 
oniy half closed, and his lips just parted as 
though about to smile, 

The position of Taylor was far removed 
from anything indicating his tragic death. 
His white shirt front was partially open, his 
entire body reluxed as though in Peaceful 
slumber, while the glittering diamond on 
the small finger of his left hand mocked the 
grim monster that had passed over him. 

On the dresser were pictures of the dead 
man’s wife, his little daughter and of a 
woman who is not known by the hotel 
people. Manager Seaman found on the table 
t sheet of Normandie paper, addressed to 
himself. 

There had, to all appearance, been a second 
sheet, but a soft wind had been blowing 
into the room all night and the supposition 
is that possibly the remainder of the letter 
had disappeared from that cause. In fact, 
when the discovery of Taylor's death was 
made, the wind was fairly rioting with the 
papers in the room. 

The letter addressed to the hotel manager

Here ended the first sheet, but the hand- 
writing was plainly that of Mr. Taylor, and 
was sufficient to show he had committed 
suicide. The empty bottle of prussic acid, 
discovered later, only added to the evidence 
of wilful death. 

Mr. Seaman sent for a police officer, who 
took charge of the room, pending the arrival 
of the Coroner.* Nothing had been disturbed 
when a Post-Dispatch reporter visited the 
hotel at 9 o’clock. Gaining admission to the 
apartment, an attendant was asked to re- 
move the picture from underneath Taylor’s 
hands, which was acceded to. 

The little frame contained the photograph 
of a woman, apparently about 3 or 35 years 
ofage, rather good-looking, though of some- 
what somber appearance. It was a bust pic--. 
ture, but the visible costume indicated a 
woman of taste in dress and her face gave 
evidence of refinement, 

Folded directly under the photograph was 
a note, written on aie notehead of 
“Leonard & Ellis, Lubricating Oils, 211, 213 
and 215 Biddle street, St. Louis, Mo.’’ There 
was no address, but the writing was that of 
a woman, It was in lead pencil and without 
date, It read: 

Sweetheart—Do you want to see your 
nigger this eve? If so write me when 
and where. Yours in love, 

No signature appeared. Following this, 
however, on the same’ notehead, was this 
brief and mysterious note, in the hand- 
writing of Taylor: 

May 19, 1897.—Yes, I want to see you 
to-night. Meet me when I pass beyond 
this life. I have never been myself since 
you died. Lovingly yours.”’ 

It, also; was without signature and writ- 
ten in the plain, untrémulous hand that 
characterized both of Taylor’s last letters. 


Manager Seaman’s story is: ‘“‘George A. 
Taylor came to the Normandie on the first 
of January. He was of good habits and 
generally remained in his room at night, so 
far as I know. He formed pleasant ac- 
quaintances among our guests and seemed 
generally of a happy disposition. 

‘This morning I was called by the porter 
to Taylor’s room, and found him dead. Dr. 
Phelan came and made an examination, but 
said life was long since extinct. Mrs. Sea- 
man says that about 8 o’clock last night 
Mr. Taylor came down stairs, went hurried- 
ly out, came back in a few minutes and 
walked down the long haliway of the sec- 
ond floor toward his room.. She noticed 
that he had not removed his hat or cigar, 
an act of courtesy which never failed him. 


Fesponse. ‘That’s the last time he was seen 
alive, to our knowledge. . 
“We knew he had some trouble with h 
wife, and supposed that he was divorced, 
but whether -by her suit or his, we did not 
know. Harry Hill was the attorney for 
Mrs. Taylor... I have just telegraphed her, 
as he desired me to do, and I have given 
notice to both the Police Department and 
the Coroner.”’ 


It was Mrs. Seaman who identified the 
pictures in the room as being Taylor’s wife 
and daughter. Tey had been shown her 
by Taylor several Weeks previously, but she 
had never seen the picture held by the dead 
man in his last moments. 

The fact that the suicide had gone hur- 
riedly out during the early part of the even- 
ing suggested that he had obtained the 
prussic acid at a neighboring drug store, 
The nearest to the Normandie is that of 
Druggist Pauley, who said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter: 

“Mr. Taylor was not -.in my store last 
night. Therefore he could not have ap- 
plied for prussic acid here, and it would not 
have been sold to him if he had.” 

The bottle bore a red and white printed 
label, marked: ‘‘Diluted Hydrocianic Acid. 
Squibbs & Co., Brooklyn, N. Y.”" It is prob- 
able he had obtained it through some friend

The lubricating oil works on Biddle street 
were visited in search of a clue to the wom- 
an’s identity. Neither Mr. Leonard nor Mr. 
Ellis is in the city, both being in New York 
on business, and the manager temporarily 
in Chicago. The head clerk said he had only 
been there a few months, but called up 
a younger clerk, who said: . 

“I Know a man named George A. Tay- 
lor. He is of medium height, pleasing ap- 
pearance, dark brown mustache and dark 
brown hair. But I know nothing as to his 
domestic or personal affairs. It has been 
years since a woman was employed by this 
firm, and I can give you no information as 
to the note written on our notehead.” 
The head clerk said: ‘If you know any- 
thing, go ahead and tell it.’ : 
But the young man declared he knew noth. 
ing. He did, however, produce a sample 
of the firm’s noteheads, which had the same 
lettering as that in Taylor's possession, with 
the difference that on Taylor’s notehead 
the label of Leonard & Ellis appeared in 
a bright green background, while that of 


said there had been no change in the firm's 
style of printing since he had been there, 
except from unruled to ruled paper. 
Cashier Pircher of the German-American 
Bank said: ‘ 


“Mr. Taylor came to us May 1 as a sub- 
Stitute keeper of individual books. He was 
highly recommended and performed his 
work well. I know nothing more about him 
and nothing whatever about his personal 
affairs.’’ 


At the Third National Bank it was stated 
that Mr. Taylor went there with the books 
of the Chemical Bank and remained four 
weeke to identify customers and signatures. 
His accounts with the Chemical were found 
to be allright. He left the Third National, 
the Cashier says, about April 15, since which 
time he Nad not been seen. Guilford W. 
Henry, now with the Third National and 
formerly With the Chemical, said Taylor 
told him he had separated from his wife. 

A curious feature of the suicide is the 
fact that the pruésic acid bottle was found 
on the dresser at the opposite side of the 
room from where lay the dead man. It is

taken the drug and then reached his bed 
before death. é 

It is certain he could not have placed 
himself in the romantic position in which 
he was found. The suggestion !s that he 
took the drug to bed with him, in his left 
hand, leaving the bottle on the dresser; 
that he then made his elaborate prepara- 
tions and took the‘acid in its dry state in 
his mouth. The half-open, careless way in 
which the left hand appeared on tke picture- 
frame seems to show that this is how he 
died. Death followed instantly, without 
pain or struggle. 


Taylor was married in Charles City, Io., 
Sept. 25, 1884. He came to St. Louis soon 
after and became a teller in the Chemical 
Bank at the time of its organization. 

Domestic troubles began soon after the 
marriage, resulting in Mrs. Taylor filing 
suit for divorce and returning to Iowa with 
the daughter. 

According to a close friend of the deceased 
Mrs. Taylor was a handsome, dashing 
blonde, fond of society, while Taylor was 
sickly and loved retirement. He became 
jealous and was about to file suit for dl- 
vorce on sensational grounds when a recon- 
ciliation was effected. 

It lasted but a short time. Taylor’s jeal- 
ousy increased, and finally he agreed to al- 
low his wife te procure a divorce by de- 
fault. In order to afford her ground for 
divorce, Taylor separated from her in Jan- 
uary, 1894. The suit was filed Oct. 11, 1895. 
Besides the charge of abandonment, Mrs. 
Taylor alleged non-support. She also 
charged that Taylor was cold and indiffer- 
ent, and refused to room or associate with 
her 

She asked custody of the daughter, May, 
then 10 years old, and also prayed for all- 
mony, claiming that Taylor owned $5,000 
worth of real estate in St. Louis, besides 
other property in the State. 

The case hung on with frequent continu- 
ances until December 7, 1895, when a de- 
fault was granted Mrs. Taylor. Before the 
case could be heard by Circuit Judge Filit- 
craft, the case was dismissed by Mrs. Tay- 
lor, June 29, 1896.

Taylor boarded, prior to his going to the 
Hotel Northandie, at a fashionable board- 
ing house on Garrison avenue.

“Several weeks ago I got on a car down 
town, returning from the theater, and saw 
Mr. Taylor with a lady. He bowed: and 
smiled pleasantly. Then I had a good look 
at the lady, but did not know her. She an-

Mr. Calhoun Finds Many Obstacles in 
His Way. ‘ 

NEW YORK, May 2.—A dispatch to the 
Herald from Havana via Key West says: 

The joint investigation of the Ruiz case 
does not get along very well and there is 
danger that the United States répresenta- 
tive will find himself forced to withdraw 
because of delay and the tendency to polite- 
ly ask and insist upon undesirable condi- 
tions. 

News comes that Ferder, who figured in 
Lee’s report of the Ruiz case and who was 
in jail with the unfortunate American in 
Guanabacoa at the time of. Ruiz’s death, 
has been rearrested quietly, probably as a 
warning to him and others that, while 
Spain consents politely to a free American 
investigation, she has her own ideas about 
the duty of her subjects in a case of this 
kind.

The Tariff Will Not Add a Dollar to 
the Value of Exports, 
They Say.

The Winter Wheat Millers’ League con- 
cluded business on Wednesday morning 
and adjourned. 

Not much interest was taken in the morn- 
inge’s proceedings. The millers were an 
hour late in meeting, and met with but 
half an attendance. A political feeling was 
engendered, too, in the course of discussion 
on certain of the resolutions which did not 
add to the harmonies of the occasion. 

Ohio protectionists and Kentucky free 
traders locked horns on the burlap and 
jute question, and a lively squabble ensued. 

The business of the morning was confined 
to the report of the Committee on Resolu- 
tions andi the election of officers. Mr. Cot- 
ton of Ohio, Chairman of the Resolutions 
Committee, reported first the reciprocity 


resolution, which was the special work of 
President Davis of the league. 

Whereas, the Republican party in its 
platform of principles and by its repre- 
Ssentations previous to the last Presiden- 
tial campaign, held forth a promise of a 
policy favoring the idea of reciprocity 
upon a basis broad enough to provide 
for commercial treaties with other na- 
tions by which American trade might be 
extended abroad and by this means en- 
listing the support of nearly the entire 
flour milling industry of the United 
States; and 

Whereas, the action of Congress thus 
far taken upon this subject has been of a 
negative character and absolutely fails 
to recognize the pressing need of new 
and wider markets; therefore be it 

Resolved, That the Winter Wheat Mil- 
lers’ League in annual convention as- 
sembled in the city of St. Louis, repre- 
efenting the flour manufacturers of the 
ten central wheat-producing States, most 
earnestly reminds the party in power of 
its failure to redeem the pledges upon 
which so much of political and material 
prosperity depends. We submit that 
there is nothing in the tariff measure to 
— one dollar to the value of our ex- 

rts. 

he tone of the remainder of the resolu- 

tion was a sharp rebuke of the fallure of 
Congress to keep Republican pledges in this 
regard, The Secretary of the League was a 
trifle unnerved FridaY morning and 
cluded not to give out the full text of the 
resolution to the press. , 

President Davis evidently expected sharp 
discussion, and was disappointed when the 
convention adopted it without a word. 

The next resolution raised a mild distur- 
bance. It was: 

“Resolved, That carriers and shippers 
should co-operate to eliminate unjust 
discrimination from our transportation 
System and as a step toward this we 
recommend a modification of the pro- 
visicn of the Iriter-State Commerce law, 
prohibiting pooling, and the substitution 
of a provision legalizing pooling under 
the authority and supervision of the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission.” 

A member of the St. Louis delegation ob- 
be ay to the resolution. and asked that the 
eague listen to a few remarks from Mr. 
Vanlandingham of the Western Traffic As- 
sociation in opposition to the idea embraced 
in the resolution, Mr. Vanlandingham made 
a little five-minute talk, but the convention 
was against him, and the resolution was 
adopted, 

Other resolutions were read and adopted 
as follows: 


Whereas, a tariff on bolting cloth will 
foster or promote no industry now in«

WAS FORGOTTEN. 


THEODORE SLAUGHTER’S EXPE- 
RIENCE IN THE HOLDOVER. 


\SHOULD HAVE BEEN IN JAIL. 


Seven Days of Sausage and Bread Be- 
cause a_ Sheriff Had Lost 
Track of Him. 


Theodore Slaughter has lived for seven 
days on nothing but bread, sausage and 
water and as many nights he has slept on 
the hard and cramped bench of a cell in the 
Central Police Station. Notwithstanding 
the fact that a warrant was issued charg- 
ing Slaughter with petit larceny Jast Fri- 
day he was not transferred to the jail, 
where the aecommodations and fare are 
better, until Thursday. 

The holdover’s purpose is to hold persons 
not longer than 20 hours, during which 
time the case can be investigated by the 
authorities and a state warrant issued if 


the facts permit. 

Slaughter was arrested last Thursday 
night with Cornelius Bell, Eugene Moore, 
and Henry Washington on a charge of 
stealing several boits of cloth from a dry 
goods store at 1500 Cas avenue. 

Friday morning warrants were issued 
against Slaughter, Bell and Moore and Bell 
and Moore were transferred to the jail 
but in some way Slaughter was overlooked 
and left in the Police Station.

DEMENTED MAN’S QUEER CON- 
DUCT AT FRANKLIN SCHOOL. 


HAD TO BE THROWN OUT. 


Drew a Knife on Principal Goodlett 
and Created a Panic Among 
the Scholars, 


There was a sensational scene at the 
Franklin School, Seventeenth and Lucas 
avenue Thursday forenoon.

The teach- 
er noticed that he was paying no attention 
to the recitations. His eyes wandered 
about the room and then rested on her. 
He fvllowed her every motion with ardent 
giances, but was not otherwise offensive. 

He lingered after the session closed and 
attempted to engage the teacher in conver- 
sation. She ignored him, and he went 
away. 

The teacher reported the strange actions 
of the man to Principal Goodlet. ednes- 
day he called again and made the same re- 
quest. It was refused, and he left without 
making any trouble. 

Thursday forenoon, when he appeared 
again, Prof. Goodlet ordered him off the 
premises. He refused to go and became 
abusive. He was thrown out of the front 
vor. He drew his knife in the presence 
of the children, who were coming out to 
play, and loudly threatened to kill the Prin- 
cipal.

MEDICAL CONVENTION ADOPTS A 
CENSURING RESOLUTION, 


THE ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 


| 


| After Electing Dr. Geiger of St. Joseph 
President the Medicos Took 
a River Trip. 


The fortieth annual convention of the Mis- 
sour] Medical Association, which has been 
in session at the Century Theater for the 
last three days, adjourned at 12 o'clock 
Thursday. From the theater the members 
of the association went directly to the Olive 
street landing, where they boarded the 
steamer Grand Republic for an afternoon 
jaunt down the river. The boat touched 
at East St. Louis, where the Missour! doc- 


tors were joined by the members of the 
Illinois association, and the trip was made 
jointly. 

The feature of the Thursday morning ses- 
sion was the report of the special com- 
mittee appointed by the president, in com- 
pliance with a motion made by Dr. Miller 
of Macon, to express the sentiment of the 
association relative to the action of Gov. 
Stephens in placing the Fulton Insane Asy- 
lum in charge of a homeopathic euperin- 
tendent. 

It was taken as a foregone conclusion that 
the committee would submit something 
warm. the chairman of the committee, Dr. 
E. H. Gregory, of this city, submitted the 
“expression of sentiment,”’ as the doctors 
call it, and there was loud applause and 
unanimous adoption. The members whose 
names are appended to the document, served 
on the committee—one from each of the 
fifteen Congressional Districts. Following is 
a copy of the committee’s report: 

The unfortunate and the afflicted have 
ever been the objects of the solicitude 
and care of the medical profession. The 
highest evolution of the science of medi- 
cine is typified in no department more 
than in the management and conduct of 
asylums for the care and treatment of 
the insane to the maladies of which are 
added the misfortunes of poverty. They 
are the wards of the State. Humanity 
and a just regard for their rights as 
citizens who are unable to choose for 
themselves demand that those to whom 
is aseigned the treatment and supervis- 
ion of these unfortunates bring to the 
discharge of their intricate duties scien- 
tific learning and special experience. The 
medical profession from the days of 
Pinel, who first struck the shackles from 
the insane, to the present day, has 
shown itself competent and efficient in 
the successful treatment and ameliora- 
tion of the condition of those bereft of 
reason. 

We have learned with profound regret 
that the Chief Executive of the State of 
Miseour! has taken it upon himself to 
displace the medical profession without 
just cause or provocation from the man- 
agement of the oldest and largest asy- 
lum in this State, and to — it in the 
hands of persons who neither by expe- 
rience nor scientific training have fitted 
themeelves to assume the re naible 
duties which their positions entail. 

We protest in the name of humanity 
and of acientific medicine against the 
unwarranted action of the Board of 
Managers. 

It is a stain upon the fair escutcheon 
of our State, a detriment to the best 
interests of society, and a crime againet 
the unfortunate inmates of the institu-

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KEEPING REPUBLICAN PLEDGES. 

A number of newspapers which sup- 
ported Palmer for President last year are 
accusing the Republicans of had faith 
because of their failure to “reform ‘the 
currency system.”

By way of showing how far from pro- 
posing or undertaking currency reform 
the Republicans were in the last cam- 
paign it is sufficient to quote the financial 
plank in their platform: 

We are opposed to the free coinage of sil- 
ver except by international agreement with 
the leading commercial nations of the world, 
which we pledge ourselves to promote; and 
until such agreement can be obtained the 
existing gold standard must be preserved. 
Ail our silver and paper currency must be 
maintained at parity with gold and we favor 
all measures designed to maintain inviolably 
the obligations of the United States and all 
our money, whether coin or paper, at the 
present standard. 

The party is pledged to several things 
in this declaration. The most harmless 
of them is the one to “promote’”’ interna- 
tional bimetallism. The most dangerous 
is the one made-.in the last sentence 
quoted, which plainly and expressly com- 
mits the Administration to more sales of 
bonds whenever necessary because “our 
silver and paper currency must be main- 
tained at parity with gold.” ‘‘We favor,” 
say the Republicans, “all measures de- 
signed to maintain all our money, wheth- 
er coin or paper, at the present standard.” 
There is in this no promise to cancel the 
greenbacks, which is the Chronicle's idea 
of reforming the currency, but more ofa 
promise to sell bonds to get gold with 
which to redeem them on demand. 

The Republicans promised to maintain 
the gold standard. They are doing it. 
They promised to sell bonds if necessary 
to raise gold with’ which to redeem 
greenbacks. They will do it. They made 
no promise to retire greenbacks and 
Treasury notes. Moreover, such retire- 
ment would not be “currency reform.” 
The safety of the country lies In the ob- 
servance of the law. The law declaresthat 
gsreenbacks are redeemable in “coin.” The 
solution of all our troubles lies in the en- 
forcement of the law.

The decision of Judge Gibbon, at Chicago, 

eclaring the American Tobaceo Co., other- 
wise known as the Tobacco Tsust, an illegal 
combination, incapable of doing business in 
Tilinois, is the latest indication that the 
laws against trusts and combinations in 
restraint of trade are not the mere harm- 
less political pleasantries they were long 
supposed to be. 

When Congress and the State Legisia- 
tures began to enact statutes aimed against 
these menancing aggregations of capita) 
there seemed at first to be no way to make 
them effective. The courts and the prose- 
cuting authorities worked at cross purposes. 
The Department of Justice at Washington 
displayed no irrepressible anxiety to enforce 
the national anti-trust law, and when it did 
make a half-hearted move in that direction 
it took a course, either by accident or de- 
sign, that insured its failure. When a de- 
cision was obtained against a trust under 
a State lew, the simple expedient of incor- 
porating in some ‘hospitable commonwealth, 
such as New Jersey, was thought to draw 
all the sting of the hostile judgment. 
During the railroad strikes of three years 


ago it was discovered that the national} 


anti-trust law, like the Interstate Com- 
merce act, could be used to maintain dis- 
cipline among refractory workmen, and for 
a time it seemed as°if this was the only 
practical end to which these laws, designed 
for the protection of the masses against 
the aggressions of consclenceless wealth, 
would ever be applied. This apparent per- 
version of justice, coinciding with others 
of the same sort, was largely responsible 
for the resentment against the courts that 
culminated so strikingly last year. 

But at last the courts and the prose- 
cuting authorities are learning how to use 
the weapons that Congress and the State 
Legislatures have placed in their hands, 
and the zone of safety is steadily narrow- 
ing for the trusts. The Supreme Court of 
the United States has held, in the Trans- 
Missouri case, that any combination in re- 
straint of trade among the States is illegal, 
and the local outlawry of the trusts is ex- 
tending from State to State. The Chicago 
decision of Judge Gibbon destroys the pro- 
tective value of:a New Jersey domicile. A 
trust may be buttressed behind all the forms 
of law at Trenton, but that fact will not 
enable it to do business in Illinois, nor, by 
the same analogy, in New York. If this 
decision be sustained, too, it will enable the 
people of California to destroy the legal 
existence of the Southern Pacific monopoly 
in that State, regardless of its Kentucky 
charter. 

Between the millstones of the State and 
national courts it will be an exceedingly 
hard-shelled or an exceedingly elastic trust 
that will manage to escape intact.

STEPHEN GIRARD. 


A Statue of the Great Philanthropist 
Unveiled at Philadeiphia 
With Ceremonies. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa. May 20.—The 
statue erected on the plaza of the new City 
Hall to the memory of Stephen Girard, one 
of the pioneers of the Quaker City, the big- 
gest merchant in foreign trade of the coun- 
try in the early days of the republic, who 
was the financial sheet-anchor of the Gov- 


ernment during the entire period of the dis- 
astrous war of 1812, and whose will directed 
that two millions out of his estate of nine 
millions should be applied to found a col- 
lege for orphan boys, was formally unveiled 
this afternoon, sixty-six years after his pass- 
ing away. The exercises were preceded by a 
parade of the 1,100 college boys and former 
eraduetes of the institution, and who were 

riefly addressed from the balcony of the 
Union League Club by Gov.

BLOODY WORK. 


More Details of the Killing of Mitchell 
and Coffman by a Wright 
County Mob. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MOUNTAIN GROVE, Mo., May 0.—There 
ie great excitement here over the killing 
of John Mitchell and Coffman, and the 
wounding of Dave Mitchell by the mob on 
Tuesday night. An inquest is being held 
to-day. 


The story of this atrocious crime was 
come told in Wednesday’s Post-Dispatch, 

ut the details were but meagerly; known 
at that time. The mob was composed of 
about 20 members. When they started out 
Tuesday night they first went to the home 
of Lige Mayfield, a poor farmer, set fire 
to his house and went on. Mayfield suc- 
ceeded in putting out the flames. 

The crowd then went to the home of John 
Mitchell and commenced firing into the 
house, which is a thin structure made of 
oak boards. John Mitchell, who was sleep- 
ing with his wife and two babies, got u 
and started across the room to get his 
pistol, but was literally riddled with buck- 
shot and Winchester balls, fired’ through 
the window, which the mob tad broken 
open, before he was half way across the 
room. His step-brother, Jack Coffman, 
who was sleeping with Dave Mitchell in the 
same room, was shot to death in a horrible 
manner, more than 20 buckshot and rifle 
balls passing though his body. Dave 
Mitchell, brother of John, was shot througn 
the head and shoulder, while on the floor, 
returning the fire of the mob. 

The Mitchells have long been suspected 
of thefts from the farmers and both have 
perved terms in the Missouri Penitentlary. 
Dave Mitchell says he was taken out two 
weeks ago by a mob and whipped severely 
and ordered to leave the country.

TERMS EXPLICITLY DEFINED. 


| Debtors Must File a Statement of Their 


Claims in the Next Thirty 
Days. 


The property and franchise of the Peo- 
ple’s Railway Co. will be sold June 29 to 
the highest bidder at the east door of the 
Court-house. ‘ 

The order of male under the third mort- 
gage on the property was made Thursday 
by Circuit Judge Talty, before whom are 
pending the receivership proceedings in- 
stituted by L. M. Rumsey. 

The sale will. be under the direction of 
Charles Green, appointed receiver in the 
proceedings. He is directed to advertise 
the sale for forty days from May 2. 

The entire property will be sold as a 
unit. It will be for cash to the highest 
and best bidder, subject to the right of the 
third mortgage bond holders to bid in the 

roperty and make payment on bonds held 

y them. 

The successful bidder must deposit $25,- 
000 cash, or a certified check for the amount, 
with Receiver Green immediately after the 
sale, otherwise the property will be at once 
re-sold. 

The court reserves the right to approve or 
reject the sale. 

Further payments on the purchase will be 
made as the Court from time to time di- 
rects. And failure to make such payment 
within three days after the order for it is 
=e will result in a re-sale of the prop- 
erty. 

Judge Talty further orders that the sale 
must be subject to the first and second 
mortgages, aggregating $200,000 principal and 
$10,995 interest coupons past due. It is also 
subject to a lien for taxes. 

Under the order of court the proceeds of 
the sale are to be applied, first, to paying 
the costs of the receivership proceedings 
and »the costs of the sale, including the 
compensation of the receiver and his coun- 
sel; second, to the payment of the liabilities 
incurred by the receiver in operating the 
road under the direction of the court; third, 
the payment of all existing liens, if any, 
having priority over the third mortgage; 
fourth, the payment of the matured coupons 
and interest on the third mortgage to the 
date of sale, and fifth, the payment of the 
third mortgage bonds and the coupons next 
to mature. 

If the balance after the first four items 
are satisfied is insufficient to pay the third 
mortgage bonds, then they are to be paid 
pro rata.

BIDDLE STREET POLICE COURT. 


Delegates Gutke and Sweeney Have an 
Ordinance to Prevent Removal. 


The community around Broadway and 
Biddle street is\not going to lose the Sec- 
ond District Police Court without one more 
effort.

STATE BOARD OF EQUALIZATION 
RODE IN PRIVATE CARS. 


“WHAT IF THEY DID?” 


ASK 


Traveled as Best They Could and Say 
They Owe the Railroads 
Nothing. 


St.Louis railroads will please stand up and 
be counted, The State Board of Equalization 
commenced official inspection Thursday 
morning. Two days will probably be re- 
quired to complete the work. The board 
is composed of Gov. Stephens, State Aud- 
itor Seibert, Secretary of State Lesueur, 
State Treasurer Pitts and Attorney-Genera] 
Crow. All of these are present except the 
Governor. 

It is generally understood the inspection of 
railroad property is made annually for the 
purpose of fixing the assessed valuation. 
The inspectors first tour the State and in- 
spect all terminals and other property be- 
longing to the railroads. Notes are made as 
they go along and at the end of the in- 
spéction a meeting of the board is held at 
the capital for the purpose of determining 
what adjustment shall be made. This meet- 
ing will begin next Monday and argument 
favorable to the railroads will be made by 
representatives of the various companies. 
It will probably be several days before con- 
clusions are reached. 

The fact that the Board of Equalization 
has traveled in private cars over a portion 
of the territory inspected, has created much 
comment among the great mass of tax-pay- 
ers. The people all over the State are won- 
dering how much, if any, the assessed 
valuation of the railroads will be ra.sed, 

Members of the Board do not deny that 
they have accepted the offer of private cars 
for a part of their jaunt over the State. 
They have not had a private car all of the 
time, but on several occasions they have 
glided over the country in the cars used by 
the officials of the roads. 

The first private car was used on the 
Frisco from St. Louis to Springfield and 
other Southwestern points. That was when 
the board first started out. From the Frisco 
the board went to the Kansas City, Pitts- 
burg & Gulf, and there traveled in a special. 
The question at issue is whether the kind- 
nese of the railroads fs not prompted by a 
desire to prevent an increase of taxation. 

State Auditor Seibert is the senior mem- 
ber of the Board of Equalization. For thir- 
teen consecutive years he has had a voice 
in the adjustment of railroad valuation. 
The first four years of that time he was 
State Treasurer, consequently ex-officio 
member of the board. For the next eight 
years he was one of the board by reason of 
two terms as Auditor. He is now gerving 
his third term as Auditor, making thirteen 
years in the aggregate, + yey ich time 
he has served on the Board of Equalization. 

Secretary of State Lesueur comes next to 
Auditor Seibert, he having been with the 
Board nine consecutive years. State Treas- 
urer Pitts and Attorney-General Crow are 
the new members of the board, The Attor- 
ney-General did not start out with the board, 
but he has been with it at several! differeht 

oints. He arrived in 8t. Louls Wednes- 
Sey night and went out with the board on 
the inspection of terminals Thursday morn- 


ing. 

Kithough Attorney-General Crow is a new 
member, he is an Important factor in the 
board from the fact that he is largely de- 
pended upon by the people to meet the legal 
arguments produced by attorneys. for the

HOW DECISIONS AGAINST TRUSTS 
MAY BE OBVIATED. 


BY “GENTLEMEN’S AGREEMENT” 


Manufacturers Claim the Existing 
Prices Are Below the Line 
of Profit. 


“There is no law,” said a representative 
of John Coles & Co., wire nail manufactur- 
ers, to a Post-Dispatch reporter Thursday, 
“which the courts or the lawyers cannot 
knock holes in. 

“Under recent Supreme Court decisions 
trusts in restriction of trade are unlawful, 
and it was for this reason that the nail 
pool went out of existence in November 
last, and the rail pool was forced to dis- 
solve a few weeks ago, when Carnegie and 
the Illinois Steel Rail Association had their 
little differences determined. 

“But now something must be done to 
maintain the business in these lines. Pros- 
perity is coming back to the people very 
slowly. The demands are far below the 
expectations of manufacturers who had 

ased their prices on large sales, and all 
the mills are either running on half time 
or at reduced wages. When prices are too 
low the workingmen must suffer. Capital 
will not. When prices are good and profit- 
able to the manufacturer, the wage-earner 
gets a share of the profits. 

“Self-protection now requires, it seems to 
m6, some sort of agreement whereby A rea- 
sonable amount of profit on naile and rails 
may be obtained. The wages of workmen 
should come down, in order that more em- 
ployment may be given. An avowed pool 
or trust is hardly possible under the*exist- 
ing decisions of the Supreme Court, but

alone to the trade, but more emphatically 
to the consumers. 

“The St. Louis manufacturers and agents 
in the fron and steel trade are eagerly wait- 
ing further news from the East respecting 
the rumors of a renewal of the 
pool on a more legitimate basis than 
were the former trusts. The indications that 
the pool is coming and must come are al- 
most of daily appearance. For instance, the 
agents are receiving notices from Eastern 
manufacturers to make no new contracts 
on existing prices until further orders. But 
a pool is not easy to form. It takes time to 
get all the interests together. Consequently, 
if everything in the way of preliminary were 
settled now, the new agreements could not 

o into operation before next fall, or at 
least until August. None of the St. Louis 
dealers have any information directly on 
the subject. They are unanimously of the 
opinion, however, that if a new nail and rail 
pool is not in actual process of formation at 
this time, it ought to be and soon will be.”’ 

Wire nails are now sold at $1.40 a keg and 
cut nails at $1.20. They have gone as high
